This Year’s Canvass 


The presiding bishop has this to 
say about the 1942 fall program: 
“The war makes our Parish Pro- 
gram and Every Member Canvass 
one of the most crucial in the his- 
tory of the Church. It is impera- 
tive that every parish and mission 
have a better organized and more 
aggressive program and canvass 
in order that the Church may be 
prepared for the important days 


ahead.” 
In line with Bishop Tucker’s 
thought, the National Department 


of Promotion has chosen “The 
Church—Always a Priority” for 
the theme of canvass and program 
preparation this fall. This theme 
is carried on the new pledge card 
and other canvass literature which 
the National Council is issuing. 

The Every Member Canvass, 
properly set up and conducted is a 
yearly visitation of every member 
for the purpose of: 

Informing, about the activities, 
opportunities and needs of the 


Church in parish, diocese and 
world ; 

E nlisting, the interest, prayers 
and service of every member in 
the whole program of the Church ; 

Cultivating, in the individual 
Church member the qualities of 
disciplineship, fellowship, and 
stewardship ; 

Securing, financial support in 
the form of a two-fold pledge, ap- 
plying to the parish budget, and 
to the budgets of Diocese and Na- 
tional Church. The pledge is a sac- 
rificial offering to God, for the 
maintenance and advancement of 
His work in the world. | 

Your Diocesan Department is 
deeply conscious of these aims, 
and yet has had to face realisti- 
cally the limitations of this day in 
which we live. For that reason it 
has recommended to the Diocese 
a plan which seems best to serve 
these aims and yet to take in ac- 
count such features as the likeli- 
hood of a decreased number of

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_camvassers, and the problems of, 
conserving time and tires. We do 


want to reach every member in- 
dividually, and yet to conserve our 
time and personnel. How is it to 
be done? 


The department had to consider 
both dates and method. National 
dates were announced for the 
month of November. Our depart- 
ment felt, however, that this never 
allowed enough time for an ade- 
quate follow-through of all people 
on the membership lists, a factor 
which is as important as the can- 
vass itself. Unless this follow-up 
is done, the canvass becomes sim- 
ply a process of holding our own 
without advance. The later date 
always runs this follow-up into 
December and Christmas and 
makes it difficult adequately to 
plan next year’s budget and pro- 
gram of the Church. Diocesan 
dates were, therefore, set Octo- 
ber 13th to 31st. 


_As to method, it was deter- 
mined to streamline the canvass as 
far as possible in order to save our 
personnel. For that reason radio 
time has been secured on Tuesday, 
October 13th, over Station KSFO, 
San Francisco, from 8:15 p.m. to 
8:45 p.m. All parishes and mis- 
sions in the Diocese have been 
asked to have parish dinners or 
meetings in order to get as much 
of the membership together as 
possible to hear the bishop and the 
program of their own parish, and 
to meet in fellowship. Many faith- 
ful parishioners will thus have an 


opportunity on that very night to 


make their 1943 pledges, enjoy the

fellowship, and save one canvas- 
ser’s visit. 

On the very next day, letters 
should be sent to all those unable 
to attend the meeting, offering 
them the opportunity of sending in 
their pledge by mail, sending them 
a report of the dinner and a letter 
from the bishop. 

Sunday, October 18th, would 
then be Canvass Sunday when a 
progress report of the canvass to 
date should be made at the Church 


- service, the parish’s work ex- 
plained, and further pledges placed 


on the alms basin. This method of 
explaining the parish program for 
the coming year, offering the fel- 
lowship of a Christian gathering, 
and giving the opportunity of mak- 
ing the 1943 pledge would thus 
reduce the number of canvass 
calls to be made to the lowest pos- 
sible point. 

The Promotion Department has 
been in touch will all canvass 
chairmen, giving them detailed 
plans for carrying out such a pro- 
gram. Adaptations of course must 
always be made to fit local condi- 
tions. Even dates may be adapted, 
and we are hopeful of obtaining 
a recording of the radio program 
we use on October 13th. The Pro- 
motion Department offers its serv- 
ices in publicity helps. 

A great feature of this year’s 
canvass will be the appearance of 
a Diocese of California issue of 
the Living Church on October 
4th. Many parishes plan to mail 
this to their entire membership, 
while others plan to give it di- 
rectly to individuals at the time 
they. are canvassed. This should 
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become an important historical 
oy of the work of the Dio- 


The National has 
also prepared attractive helps for 
the canvass. Particularly do we 
mention the booklet Always a 
Priority, in which space is pro- 
vided for pictures of local parish 
activities. This is a handy book 
which should be used by canvas- 
sers. There are also attractive pos- 
ters, postcards and poster stamps, 
all attractively conceived. These 
supplies must be ordered directly 
from New York. 

The Church is a priority. You 
would not want to live in a com- 
munity in which there was no 
Christian Church. We must not 
dim its lamps for the duration; 
instead we must brighten them to 
show the way back to God. We 
must be prepared for the days 
ahead. This can best be done by 
making the Church a priority now. 


What Some Parishes 
Are Doing 


Response to the Promotion De- 
partment’s plans for the fall Every 
Member Canvass has been remark- 
ably good. 

7,725 copies of the Diocesan 
Living Church issue have been or- 
dered by thirty-two parishes and 
missions of the Diocese. 

Thirty names of Every Mem- 
ber Canvass chairmen have been 
sent in to the Promotion Depart- 
ment. Of this number ten are new 
this year. 

Twenty-three parishes and mis-

(1) St. Mark’s, Berkeley, under

During a period of stress, the 
perpetuation of the values implicit 
im the Church is even more im- 
portant than during a period of 
peace. These values are the very 
basis for the democratic way of 
life which we are fighting to pre- 
serve. Without the Church, in de- 
feating the forces that have chal- 


lenged us, we may destroy the very 


thing that. makes for our free- 


dom. 

Our responsibilities in the aged 
Member Canvass are squarely be- 
fore us. To achieve a Victory Can 
vass, the Department of Promo- 
tion offers the following sugges- 
tions. While they are primarily for 
canvass chairmen, they should be 
of general interest to clergy and 
congregations : 

Analyze 

Make the best possible estimate 
of 1943 expenses. Be reasonable, 
but do not stint. If later it is found 
that a cut has to be made, it should 
be a horizontal cut coming propor- 
tionately from ail items of the ex- 
pense budget, not from the mis- 
sionary proportionment alone. 
After building the expense bud- 
get, on the basis of past experi- 
ence, and 1943 requirements, sub- 
tract from this total the estimated 
amounts to be received -from 
Christmas, Easter, Loose Offer- 
ings, Sunday School and other 


sources. Divide the remainder by 
fifty-two. This represents the sum 
to be raised by sustained weekly 
pledges. 
Or 
Suppose the amount of pledges 
desired is $70.00 per week in a 
congregation of about 110 mem- 


bers. This might work out some- 
what as follows:

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Deputize . 

“Many hands make light work,” 
if given specific things to do. The 
ideal situation would be for every 
member of the congregation to be 
part of the Every Member Can- 
vass. We can approach this as 
closely as possible by breaking the 
overall canvass job into its com- 
ponents and giving as many people 
as possible an opportunity to par- 
ticipate as record clerks, as team 
captains, as lieutenants, in pub- 
licity work, and in taking charge 
of any social affairs that are sched- 
uled, such as, dinners, meetings, 
canvassers’ luncheons, etc. 
Publicize 

Get a wide distribution of 
Church periodicals and printed 
matter. Use the parish leaflet, or 
other publication; ask the clergy- 
men to by stressing 
“Stewardship” during the can- 
vass. Get news stories in local 
papers. Reach everyone in the par- 
ish by direct mail at least twice 
during the course of the canvass. 
S piritualize 

‘The congregation occupies the 
“nave” of the Church building, a 
Latin word from which “Navy” is 
derived. A parish “Navy” consists 
of four ships . Leadership, 
Worship, Fellowship and Stew- 
ardship, so the material side of the 
Church represents at least 25 per 
cent of our Church life. To work 
for solvency is part of the church- 
man’s privilege. To present the 
needs of the parish to one’s neigh- 
bor, has some of the elements and 


privileges of knocking at the door 
to obtain bread for a guest. 

The successful canvass is one 
that will be strongly flavored with 
a sense of dedication, special Com- 
munions, prayer services, and a 
reverent approach. A recognition 
of the reciprocal relationship be- 
tween material and spiritual needs, 
make the experience of a canvass 
something more than a drive for 
money. 

Unless through knowledge of 
our Church we can present her 
needs so that they will stand up 
against the competing demands of 
secular social agencies, we do an 
injustice to him who solicits and 
to him who gives. But when we 
recognize, as presiding Bishop 
Tucker says, that “Free institu- 
tions can be maintained and oper- 
ated only by those who have been 
freed through Christ,” then may 
we learn something of the joy of 
service and the abiding satisfac- 
tion that comes from making our 
parishes financially sound for the 
work they have to do in 1943.

Giving, A Part of Worship 


through us to others. 

This is why the offering plate 
and parish organizations for Chris- 
tion work are essential parts of 
Christian worship. A religious ex- 
perience that does not find expres- 
sion in the giving of time, of 
money, of love, and of service, is 
not Christian. It may be emotional 
or intellectually enlightening, but 


_it is not the flow of God’s life into 
and through our lives. 


It is not strictly true to say that 


- we first receive-the grace of God 


and then express it in giving. The 
two are parts of the same proc- 


ess. 

Therefore, it is absolutely es- 
sential that in all work done in 
the name of Christ there should 
be provided the opportunity to 
give and to serve. Otherwise the 
experience is not Christian. The 
outreach to God may be spoken of 
as the positive pole of worship, 
the service of man as the negative 
pole. Neither one is important 
without the other. 

But when the two are in unity, 
when the life of a person is open to 
God in humble receptivity and also 
open to man in self-giving service; 
then the current of divine life 
moves through the~human life.

The title was given to me. I 
have been asked to tell readers of 
the Paciric CHuRCcHMAN the fu- 
ture of the “Forward in Service” 

rogram! Oh, if I could be an 
Amos, Isaiah, Jonah and John the 
Divine rolled into one! The result 
would probably be an explosion. 

There are three parties (at 
least) to the correct answer: (1) 
the Presiding Bishop and the na- 
tional Forward Movement Com- 
mission; (2) the Bishop of Cali- 
fornia and the diocesan Forward 
Movement Commission; (3) the 
rector, or vicar, of your parish, 
its vestry and parish council, and 
you! The story, then, is slightly 
complicated. The actual outcome 
is not easy to predict. But you 
are in it! 

If I allowed my unregenerate 
self to answer the question: 
“What do I see as the future of 
the Forward in Service pro- 
gram?” the answer might be, “Not 
much—unless a great number of 
us, including myself, allow our- 
selves to go through a process of 
continuous conversion to Jesus 
Christ, and live wholeheartedly 
and joyously in accordance with 
what we believe is God’s will and 
purpose for the Church and hu- 
manity !” Nothing less than this is 
the appeal directed to us, indi- 
vidually and personally, by the 
Presiding Bishop’s “Forward in 
Service” program. | 

The oft-heard words of an old 


Bible story are being repeated be- 
fore our very eyes: “Upon this 
many of His disciples went* back, 
and walked no more with Him.” 

But the story in John’s gospel 
doesn’t stop there. It continues : 

» “Jesus said therefore unto the 
twelve.

The future of the Forward in 
Service program is in the hands of 
modern Simon Peters. Are you 
and I among them? 

John Foster Dulles, a distin- 
guished lawyer, is chairman of 
the Commission to Study the 
Basis of a Just and Durable 
Peace, appointed by the Federal 
Council of Churches. When Mr. 
Dulles returned to this country 
recently from a visit to England 
he i$ reported to have said: “A 
notable deficiency, both in Eng- 
land and here, is the lack of a 
great dynamic faith. Victory is 
too much looked upon merely as 
something that will bring relief 
from peril. We do not look to it 
as something that. will also bring 
the opportunity to achieve a great 
mission in the world. It is only out 
of such a faith that men develop 
their greatest power.” 

Mr. Dulles continued: | 
“Military victory will be hardl 
won, and if won will prove but iL 
lusory, unless there is born in our-

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selves that faith which makes men 
strong and fills them with a sense 
of mission in the world.” 


_ The Presiding Bishop (the 
Right Rev. Henry St. George 
Tucker) wrote last month to 
every parish priest of the Episco- 
pal Church in the country asking 
for his co-operation in the 
Church’s Forward in Service pro- 
gram for 1942-43. 

Said Bishop Tucker: “The suc- 
cess of Forward in Service de- 
pends upon unity of aim and di- 
versity of method, in accordance 
with local conditions and capaci- 
ties. The objective upon which we 
ask every individual Christian and 
every parish to concentrate atten- 
tion and effort is ‘Conversion to 
Christ for World Service.’ What- 
ever one may think of the phras- 
ing of this objective, in substance 
it explains what must be done by 
Christians in order to meet the 
needs of the situation in which 
they find themselves.” 

In eighty-two of our ninety dio- 
ceses, conferences have beert, or 
are being, held in place before 
clergy and lay people the need for 
evangelism — that is, the expres- 


sion of Christian faith in action — 


so that intelligent persons may ac- 
cept it and live by its truth. As 
someone put it recently, “The one 
great bulwark against present des- 
od and the one great ground of 
for the future is faith in God 
—faith that the nature of reality 
is actually revealed in Jesus 
Christ.” 
Efforts are now being made in 
every diocese to encourage small

groups of Church people in par- 
ishes .and missions to put their 
faith into action by studying one, 
at least, of these subjects: (a) 
The Basis of a Just and Durable 
Peace; (b) Christian Family Life; 
(c) Race Relations. History for 
years to come will be affected by 
the opinions expressed by voters 
and others on these matters. It is 
our responsibility, as baptized 
Christians, to see that Christian 
influences become more pro- 
nounced. 

The Forward Movement con- 
tinues to issue good, inexpensive 
literature. The latest is a 30-cent 
booklet of 111 pages, entitled, 
“How to Help People.” This pub- 
lication comes as one result of the 
last meeting of the national com- 
mission. Every parish priest 
should have a copy, and many lay- 
men and women will find it inter- 
esting and helpful. 

The National Commission of 
twenty-six members—eight bish- 
ops, seven parish priests, seven 
laymen and four women — will 
meet again early in December,

The Bishop of California met 
with his. clergy at three confer- 
ences of two days each, between 
September 29 and October 6, to 
discuss the next steps to be taken 
in this diocese. 

With the co-operation of the 
clergy, departments of the Dioce- 
san Council, diocesan and paro- 
chial leaders of the Woman’s Aux- 

, the Churchmen’s Round 
and the Bishop’s Men, and 
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leaders of the House of Young 
Churchmen, much progress will 
be made during the fall and win- 
ter, it is hoped, in promoting study 
groups and other ventures in per- 
sonal service and evangelism. 

The Diocesan Commission is 
compiling a booklet of War-Time 
Prayers, which will be printed for 
the widest possible circulation. A 
copy should be in the home of 
every Church family and in the 
hands of every communicant. It 
will be useful at meetings of 
church organizations and will con- 
tain suggestions for the conduct 
of intercession services in 
churches. 

Details of other plans await 
discussion and action at the cler 
conferences which are being held 
as this article goes to press. It is 
to be hoped that a number of the 
clergy will find enough support 
from their vestries and other 
groups to arrange for a preach- 
ing mission, week-end teaching 
missions, or institutes for the 
training of men and women to be 
better parents and teachers, evan- 
gelists and visitors. : 

What a transformation there 
would be if in any parish or mis- 
sion, a group of men and women 
met together to discuss questions 
like these: What are the “four 
freedoms” actually worth to us? 
What would we like to see done 
by the Church in our community, 
nation and the world for the lib- 
erating of individuals and groups 
as God’s sons and daughters ? How 
could Christian education, social 
service and citizenship become 
tremendously more effective? Then 
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go on to study how our personal 
contributions to the Church dur- 
ing the year compare with what we 
paid for clothing, club dues and 
extras, theaters and other forms 
of entertainment, etc.? What can 
be done to convert people to give 
to God and the work of Christ’s 
Church, week by week, much 
more than the equivalent of tips 
in a hotel, club or Pullman, or 
the price of a theater ticket? Ac- 
cording to a recent issue of The 
Witness, contributions to churches 
and their work in England have 
continued to increase during the 
war. Will this be true of us in the 
U.S.A.? The Every Member Can- 
vass this fall will give us an an- 
swer. Our own response will in- 
dicate to what extent each of us 
is possessed of a dynamic, evan- 
gelistic faith with a sense of mis- 
sion in the world.

“A church without faith can 
not survive the present earth- — 
quake.” With these words Dr. 
Adolph Keller opens the fifth sec- 
tion of his comprehensive survey 
of “Christian Europe Today.” 

“We can see today how churches 
come to an end,” he writes. “A 
church may end when she is onl 
a kind of appendix to the races | 
and will then die in a deadly rup- 
ture. ... Or she may end in a 
feverish activism which forgets 
the one thing necessary.” 

In these tragic times, the Church 
everywhere — and every member 
of it—faces the necessity of un- 
dergoing a thorough conversion to 
Jesus Christ and His Cross. 


. 
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“Therefore,” Dr. Keller continues, 
“the Church begins not with an 
effort to improve the moral con- 
ditions of the world, with a change 
of human nature, but with a 
deeper vision of Christ and an at- 
titude of obedient receptivity to- 
ward the action of the Holy Spirit. 
Only this vision makes repentance 
possible. Christian life does not 
begin with an optimistic good will 
or a moral ideal, but with listen- 
ing to the first message of Christ: 
Repent !” 

The simple truth is that the 
Presiding Bishop's program, “For- 
ward in Service,” has been calling 
all and each of us to a greater spir- 
itual adventure than most of us 
have yet accepted. Dr. Henry P. 
Van Dusen tells of a wise woman 
of his acquaintance, one not given 
to emotionalism in religion, who 
said that Christians need to be 
reconverted about once in three 
years. Time and time again we 
have been told that the ideal life 
in this world is a process of “re- 
peated surrenders” to the Highest 
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we know, out of which the soul 
(and the Church) will come forth 
enriched and victorious. 

Historians, ancient and mod- 
ern, have reminded us, what our 
own experience has confirmed, 
that progress in the Christian life 
is marked and measured at every 
stage by increasing dependence on 
Jesus and a fuller appropriation of 
His Spirit. Where individuals 
make spasmodic attempts at self- 
improvement and as citen fail and 
start anew, but frequently feel dis- 
couraged, should we not reso- 
lutely pursue our efforts to form, 
or join, small groups—‘cells,” or 
hives, of the Spirit? It may be 
that our hope for the future of 
Forward in Service depends on the 
formation and growth of such 
groups, consisting of persons of 
both sexes and of various occupa- 
tions, trades and professions, who 
will make their contribution to the 
Church and their local community 
as repentant, converted, conse- 
crated, generous, Christlike Chris- 
tians |

It was started by Senator 
Stanford as a seat for his new 
university, built in memory of his 
son who had died of the fever 
while traveling in Europe. The 
site of the city was a wheat field 
owned by Timothy Hopkins, 
across El Camino Real from the 
Senator’s “farm” “Palo Alto,” 
named after a large redwood tree 
on the bank of San Francisquito 
Creek, which tree is the oldest liv- 
ing landmark in California, ap- 
pearing on the map made by Por- 
tola, when he discovered San 
Francisco Bay. 

As soon as the town was laid 
out, Mr. Hopkins offered to give 
lots to any churches which wished 
to erect maneings in the new uni- 


versity center. Bishop Nichols was 
the first to take advantage of the 
offer, and he selected the present 
location of the church, the corner 
of Waverley Street and Hamilton 
Avenue. The first building was 
not erected until 1895. The Pres- 
byterians had put up a church the 
year before in the same block.

Mrs. Kletzker opened the morn- 
ing session with a helpful talk on 
sO organizing our programs that 
more time can be released for 
study, and the necessity for mak- 
ing it possible for every woman 
to contribute her talents, She said 
that this year we were to study: 
Christian Family Life, Race Rela- 
tions, A Just and Durable Peace, 
and Latin America. 

Mrs. Robert K, Vickery, ad- 
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_ dressing us on the first topic, an- 


swered the question, “How would 
anyone know our family is Chris- 
tian” by saying that if the at- 
mosphere of the home is to be 
Christian, there must be rever- 
ence for the Bible, a sensitivity for 
each other, one’s neighbors, and 
for the world. There must be a 
trustfulness, such as the mutual 
trust between mother and child. 
Without friction there is an un- 
conscious influence. Over-fatigue 
should be avoided. She advised us 
to be as careful to store up in our 
children spiritual capital as we are 
in guiding their education. This 
spiritual capital can be built up 
through the. influence of people 
who visit us, by refusing to instill 
race prejudice in our children, and 
by having them memorize portions 
of great classics. In conclusion, 
she reminded us that the home is 
the oldest institution, and, if it 
breaks, our civilization is lost. 
The Rev. T. Cecil Harris, 
— on Race Relations, said 
at only when we are born again 
are we kindly affectioned one to 
another, and that when bombing 
has ceased,-the Church will have 
to move aggressively on to bring 
about a better racial relationship. 
He assured us that when a child is 
brought up with a prejudice, emo- 
tion is apt to overcome reason, 
and that we need common sense, 
graciousness, and prayers. His de- 
sire was that we might be so con- 
cerned for others that we want 
them to share our privileges, 
The third topic presented was, 
“A Just and Durable Peace,” by. 
Mrs. J. Richardson Lucas, She 
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pictured the conflict between eco- 
nomic management and political 
control, and said the present chaos 
involves every social relationship. 
We must study both the economic 
and the political sides; the lack of 
understanding the relationship be- 


‘tween the two has caused the 


breakdown. By throwing our total 
selves into our Christianity, our 
lives will vindicate and vitalize 
human personality. We cannot ac- 
cept any defeatism in our religious 
life, or our civilization is lost, 
Mrs. Hazel Berg closed the 
morning session with a thrilling 
appeal to understand our brothers 
in the twenty Latin American 
states, telling how the Pan-Amer- 
ican Association was formed to 
create a feeling of friendliness, 
brotherliness, and a sense of soli- 
darity between these states and the 
United States.

“Letters From Home” 


The Men of St. Mark’s, Berkeley, Write to Episcopalians 


in the Army and Navy

From every parish in the diocese, men and women have entered 
or are entering the armed forces of the nation. Now, as perhaps never 
before in their lives, they feel the need of their Church and all that it 
means, In effect a great new missionary field has opened to the Church, 
its area extending to every continent. It is not composed of strangers in 
far-off lands, nor of the “heathen” of familiar missionary hymns, but 
of young men and women who look back to a parish family representa- 
tive of eternal verities in a day of crisis. Every letter or remembrance 
from his home parish means more than many of us realize, and most 


parishes in the diocese have made this ay a priority. Herewith 


the Army and Navy Commission presents 


work for its men in the service. 


From the British West Indies, 
a United States Army engineer 
sends us a word of greeting and 
gratitude for the Prayer Book we 
sent him: “Time and a changing 
world can never diminish the 
beauty nor the validity and truth 
of those old hymns and prayers 
and Bible passages: I read often 
from the book.” An enlisted man 
at a Texas post writes: “The 
Church War Cross which you 
have given me will be a constant 
reminder that I am thought of by 
my friends far away—always a 
comfort to a soldier!” Says a staff 
sergeant at a California post: “The 
Cross will be among my posses- 
sions at all times while I am in 
the Service, and afterward.”

those Paciric CHURCHMAN’s to 
me—I really did appreciate them.” 
From Massachusetts, a young en- 
sign writes: “Thanks for your 
note and considerateness in send- 
ing me the Prayer Book for Sol- 
diers and Sailors. It will come in 
very handy, especially when I am 
ordered to sea.” A cadet in an Ala- 
bama flying school tells us he felt 
“compelled to present the Prayer 
Book to a very good friend who 
recently went overseas into for- 
eign service,” and adds that he 
has received “fine letters from two 
members of your committee.” An- 
other says: “I am using one of my 
own Prayer Books. I gave the one 
you sent to a boy who has just mar- 
ried an Episcopal girl and wants 
to know more about the Church.” 
One of General MacArthur’s 
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bombardiers in far away Ansedia 
writes us that he has received “a 
very, very nice letter from one of 
the men of St. Mark’s Church.” 

These letters from some of the 
men who have gone out from our 
parish to the distant places of the 
earth were frequently written in 
the few precious moments that 
could be snatched midst a rigorous 
routine. They show their gratitude 
and comfort in the thought that 
wherever they may be, their par- 
ish is mindful of them. 

To each has gone the Church 
War Cross, specially consecrated 
at a Service of Holy Communion, 
and engraved with his initials. 
ftir the Cross has gone a letter, 

by the rectors of St. Mark’s 
(Dr Patton and Mr. Lindloff), 
ieaiions of the family, and the 
chairman of the Letters Commit- 
tee. To each has gone a Prayer 
Book—bound in khaki if he be a 
soldier, or, in blue if he be a sailor. 
With the Prayer Book went a 
personal letter of good wishes 
from the committee and the par- 
ish, informing the Service man 
that his name has been inscribed 
upon .the parish roll of honor. 
From time to time, he receives a 


letter, or cigarettes, or a magazine, 
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or some other remembrance from 
one of the men of the Army and 
Navy Committee on Letters. 

A brief.description of the set-up 
and procedure of the committee 
may be of interest : 

All activities of St. Mark's 
Army and Navy Committee are 
under the capable supervision of 
Mrs. E. S. Thayer. The sub-com- 
mittee on Letters to Men in the 
Armed Forces of the United 
States is chairmanned by the 
writer. (Other equally important 
phases of the work, such as co- 
operation with the Episcopal Na- 
tional Army and Navy Commis- 
sion, Prayer, Breakfast Meetings, 
Contact with Episcopal Men in 
Berkeley, Co-operation with Civic 
Hospitality, and Study Projects, 
do not come within the scope of 
this article.) The Letters Commit- . 
tee is composed of fifteen men, 
nine of whom do most of the writ- 
ing, the remaining six assisting to 
the extent that their time will per- 
mit. 

Upon receiving information 
that a parishioner is going into or 
has gone into the Army, Navy, or 
Marine Corps, the Letters Com- 
mittee chairman informs his rela- 
tives that the parishioner is en- - 
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titled to have his name inscribed 
on the honor roll. Only after re- 
ceiving written confirmation on 
the “reply” portion of the double 
postcard that the family would 
like to have the name appear on 
the roll will it be so inscribed— 
and then exactly in the manner 
indicated on the card. Then on a 
3 in. by 5 in. card are entered the 
name, rank, the branch of the 
Service, and the address, as fur- 
nished by the family. This card is 
used to record the dates of letters 
sent by the committee and other 
pertinent data. Immediately fol- 
lowing the preparing of the record 
card, the War Cross is sent to the 
engraver, and the Prayer Book 
and accompanying letter are 
mailed out, this being noted on 
the card. On the fourth Sunday of 
the month, at the 7:30 a. m., serv- 
ice of Holy Communion, the ‘Cross 
is consecrated. Following the serv- 
ice, the letter of transmittal is 
signed by the rectors, and mem- 
bers of the family, and is mailed 
out, with the Cross, by the chair- 
man of the committee. 
Periodically the chairman gets 
in touch with the families and re- 
vises the addresses as needed. He 
then sends out a two-way post- 
card to each committeeman ask- 


ing that he write to the man whose 


name and address is indicated on 
the postcard and after having 
done so, that he mail the “reply” 
portion of the card back to the 
chairman with an indication of the 
date of the letter in order that 


proper notation may be made in 
the records. It is not usual that 
any one committeeman will’ con- 


tinue to write to any 
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oné man in 
the Service. It has been found 
preferable that the names shall be 
rotated so that the letters received 
by any one man may be from as 
many different members of the 
committee as possible. Owing to 
the desirability of keeping a con- 
stantly verified record of the ad- 
dresses and owing to the compar- 
atively small size of the commit- 
tee, it has not been found feasible 
to send out letters oftener than 
once every month or six weeks.

Christian Social Relations 

At the last meeting of the De- 
partment of Social Relations it 
was decided that at the coming 
meetings a member would give a 
five-minute view of pressing cur- 
rent problems. It is the duty of 
the Christian Church to keep be- 
fore her people the true causes, 
pursuit and aims of the war. We 
hope to bring you a brief summary 
of some of these five-minute dis- 
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cussions. This time we submit to 
you the ten foundations of peace 


as set forth by the Malvern Mani- 
festo. It should be noted that these 
are set forth early in 1941 and be- 
fore the Atlantic Charter: 


1. The right to life and inde- 
pendence of all nations, large, 
small, strong or weak, must be 


. safeguarded. 


2. Disarmament must be mutu- 
ally accepted, organic and progres- 
sive, both in letter and spirit. — 

3. International institutions must 
be created or recast to insure the 
loyal and faithful execution of in- 
ternational agreements. 


4. Real needs and just demands 
of nations and peoples should be 
benevolently examined. 


5. A peace settlement must be 
dictated by a sense of acute re- 
sponsibility which weighs human 
statutes according to the holy, un- 
shakable rules of divine law. 


6. Extreme inequality of wealth 


should be abolished. 


7. Every child, regardless of 


tace or class, should have equal 


opportunities for education suit- 
able to its peculiar capacities. 


8. The family as a social unit 
must be safeguarded. 


_ 9. The sense of a divine voca- 
tion must be restored to man’s 
daily work. 


10. Resources of the * earth 
should be used as God’s gifts to 
the whole human race and used 
with due consideration for the 
needs of present and future gen- 
erations. |

Constitution and Canons of 
the Diocese of California 

In accordance with the resolu- 
tion passed by the 1942 conven- 
tion: “That the copies of the Man- 
ual be given to every clergyman
